The total deficit as stated, is not 
$5927.47, but only $3497.02, which 
amount agrees with the balance of 
current accounts in the balance 
sheet and must therefore be ocor- 
rect. 

The secretnry-treasurer..has stat- 
ed thut the capital account is a re- 
serve eccount to which has been car- 
ried the revenue surpluses of 1900 
and 1901.“ to offset some future de- 
i ficit, the wisdom of which cours 
will be apparent when the accounts 
of 1904 are closed.” 

There is also credited to this ac 
count Real Estate valued at $14, 
098.94, the value of this asset as 
shown ty the Real Estate account 
is only $10,176.01, a difference of
